| box with the instructor, and motoring. He 
owns two cars and likes to drive fast, On his 
European concert tours he aften travels by 
motor, and often beats the teain time 
| Boxing and motoring, he has little of the 
average pianist’s extreme concern for the 
safety of his hands, but he nevertheless takes 
music very seriously, so seriously that he 
| doesn’t like to talk about it, and hates people 
who try to draw him out 

He was born in Valencia and is now thirty 
five. He had his first piano lesson at the age 
| of three, studied later in Barcelona and at the 

Paris Conservatory but his art is, to a large 
| extent, self-taught. One day he was playing 
j at the Hotel Bauer-au-Lae in Zurich. The 
| telephone rang—it was the director of the 
| Conservatory of Geneva who offered him 
a position as head of the piano faculty, a post 
once held by Liszt. He stayed four years 
| there and then embarked on his own career 
| He was a success from the start 

Now he makes a great deal of money. He 
|spends it gaily, buying motor cars and 

Havana cigars, giving five-dollar bills to 
| beggars who strike his fanc y. Immaculately 
groomed, all his clothes are from O'Rossen, 
the Paris tailor. His friend, Mme. Chanel 
has made a special perfume for his use, 
although he looks more like a boxer than a 
man who would have his own special perfume 
or than a musician, a fact which some times 
leads to misunderstandings. Once, a doorman 
refused to let him into the hall where he was 
to give a concert—didn’t think he could be 
a pianist. Again, going by train to give a 
recital, he met a pretty girl in the same com 
partment. She said she was going to hear 
Iturbi play but, alas, she was afraid the hall 
would be sold out, He bet her he could get 
her in. He went around to meet her during 
the intermission; she was so excited she 
couldn’t speak, and kissed him instead 

The pianist was exceedingly popular 
socially in this country and hostesses vied 
with each other to have him as their guest 
Conductor Willem Mengelberg gave him a 
birthday party and had an enormous cake, 
made to look like a skyscraper. Iturbi sent 
a large slice of it to his twelve-year-old 
daughter in Paris. She is studying music and 
wants to become a pianist, but her father 
says that, so far as he is concerned, he doesn’t 
care whether she does or not. It’s an un- 
certain life at the best, he says. 

Iturbi feels an artist needs love to do his 
best work. “Love is perhaps the most im 
portant thing in the world,” he says. “To 
live we must have love—human or divine!”

MODIFYING ANTI-TRUST LAWS IS FIRST STEP 
TOWARD PREVENTING FUTURE DEPRESSIONS 


These Laws Are One Main Cause of Overproduction — Stocks of Commodities Have 
Been Liquidated Following the War But Not Excess Plant Capacity — 
Basic Industries Are Overbuilt 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, November 
28, 1930. The greatest service Congress 
could render this country would be to amend 
and modify the anti-trust laws. The original 
purpose of these laws was to protect the 
people from monopoly. Now, however, they 
have outlived their usefulness. Instead of 
protecting the people they are one of the 
main causes of over-production, excessive 
cost of distribution, unemployment, and 
general economic distress. Industry today, 
with its modern machinery and mass pro 
duction methods, is an entirely different 
structure from what it was in 1890 when the 
Sherman Law was passed or even in 1914 
when the slightly more liberal Clayton Act 
became law. The tendency of modern times 
is inevitably toward larger units in industry 

By saying to the corporations: ‘‘ You must 
not merge with your competitors, ’’ the Anti- 
Trust Law says in effect: ‘You shall dupli 
cate every bit of plant and equipment that 
your competitors builds, or you shall fall 
behind in the race and eventually go out of 
business. ’’ In these days of industrial giants 
that means the pouring of billions of dollars 
into new plant and equipment which is 
entirely unneeded and unwarranted. It 
means that we have built up tremendous 
excess capacity, which is one of the chief 
causes of recurring periods of over-produc 
tion, business depression and widespread 
unemployment 


Industry Vastly Overbuilt 

The two principal reasons why we over 
built our industrial capacity were, first, the 
World War; and second, the Anti-Trust 
Laws. Although manufacturers liquidated 
their excess stocks of commodities following 
the war, they have never liquidated their 
excess plant capacity. Instead they have 
added to that capacity. Competitors were 
bringing out new products, new inventions, 
and new machinery, so that each manufac 
turer was obliged to meet his competitor 
with new plants, machinery and products 
of his own. The logical movement toward 
consolidation of interests and scrapping of 
excess equipment has been hampered on 
every side by fear of the Anti-Trust Laws 

What is the result? American shoe factor- 
ies are equipped to turn out 900,000,000 
pairs of shoes annually, but the people can 
use only one third that number. Steel plants 
have a capacity for 66,000,000 tons a year, 


tr Classes Under Water 

At the University of Miami students 
of marine biology have laboratory 
work under water, Specially con- 
structed boats with glass bottoms are 
used to make trips to the marine gar- 
dens, where the students can see how 
the creatures that live in the ocean 
exist. On these expeditions the attire 
consists of bathing suits and shoes 
and a diving helmet. The necessary 
supply of oxygen is received by means 
of pumps on the boat. 

No Pockets for Money

they produced only 56,000,000 tons. The 
woolen mill capacity is nearly 3 times as 
great as the consumption of woolen goods 
There is 35 per cent excess capacity in the 
machine tool industry, and 25 per cent in the 
oil industry. There are enough coal mines 
in the country to produce 750,000,000 tons 
a year, but we can use only 500,000,000 tons 
In an effort to get lower labor costs, the 
cotton textile industry has built up tremen 
dous plant equipment in the South in addit 
ion to the already excess capacity in the 
North. All our basic industries are similarly 
overbuilt 


Excess Capacity Breeds 

Excess capacity has fostered overpro 
duction which is largely blamed for the pres 
ent depression. We speeded up the output 
of goods faster than we increased our con 
sumption. Naturally surplus goods piled up, 
factories began to close down, unemploy 
ment grew and business depression was upon 
us. There were other important contributing 
factors, but unbridled and unregulated pro 
duction was foremost. How, then, are we to 
avoid the same thing in the future? It is 
useless to exhort individual manufacturers 
to restrict their output. When business is 
rising every manufacturer feels that he must 
expand his output or lose his share of the 
trade 

On the other hand, were it not for the 
rigid Anti-Trust Laws many more manu 
facturers would gladly merge their compan 
ies with others in the same line. If not actual 
merger, then agreements re gulating pro 
duction would be easier of accomplishment 
It would be possible, with less burdensome 
trust laws, to secure more effective and in 
telligent cooperation between producers to 
gauge the limitations of markets and schedule 
output to accord with those limitations 


Depressions 


Would Restore Confidence 

Enlightened industrial leaders of this 
country know how wasteful the endless du 
plication of plant and machinery is in our 
economic life. Yet capital fears to combine 
these interests to eliminate duplication, as 
long as the Anti-Trust Laws threaten all 
such efforts. In short the present laws destroy 
confidence of business and financial leaders 
in any efforts to intelligently control the rate 
of production. Modification of these restric 
tions would do more than anything else to

In the old days of “trust busting” the 
railroads and tractions were special targets 
There was some justification at that time for 
curbing the railroads because they afforded 
the only means of transportation and in some 
cases abused their privileges. Today, how- 
ever, the rails and tractions are struggling 
against many varieties of competition 
Motor trucks, automobile motor buses, 
taxicabs and airplanes are cutting into their 
business. Moreover, the Interstate Com 
merce Commission and the State Utilities 
regulate them to the nth degree. Surely we 
no longer need Anti-Trust Laws for them 
rhe power, light and gas companies are 
natural monopolies and as such are regu 
lated by State Commissions. The Anti 
rrust Laws long since failed to govern such 
consolidations. Now what is needed is less 
rigid laws affecting combinations of indus 
trial concerns. The old law of supply and 
demand will regulate industry better than 
any legislation that can be devised 


Must Meet Trust Competition Abroad 


American industry is forced to compete 
with the huge industrial “cartels and trusts 
of Europe. Not only are these “cartels” 
larger than anything we have in America 
but some of them are international in scope 
including several European countries in one 
group. Unless the laws against combina 
tions in the United States are modified, we 
stand to lose a large part of our foreign trade 
in chemicals, steel and other basic products 
to the foreign trusts. 

he rigid Anti-Trust Laws may have been 
all right when the country was economically 
small and productive capacity insufficient to 
the needs of a growing population. Today, 
however, the problem is to unify plant capa- 
city rather than increase it. Large units in 
American industry are absolutely necessary 
to compete with foreign countries wholly 
organized on a trust basis. Economic forces 
demand either the entire repeal of these 
antiquated trust laws or substantial modi 
fication of them to bring the model up to 
date
